Twice in American his- 
tory — in 1812 and in 1917— 
the United States went to war 
to uphold this principle. In 
other conflicts in which the 
U. S. has engaged, freedom 
of the seas also has been a sig-

cannot afford to give way to

seas — least of all from a 
petty satellite of the Soviet Un- 
jon. The strongest measures are 


‚ justified to protect an Amer- 


ican warship and those who 
sail in her. 

It would be naive, however, 
to suppose that the seizure of 
the Pueblo was a hasty act on 
the part of the North Koreans. 
The Russians, who long ago 
installed a puppet as ruler of 
North Korea, certainly would 
not have permitted the seizure 
without careful thought as to 
the final objective of such an 
act. It is ridiculous to think 
we can get the Russians to help 
us out of our Pueblo predica- 
ment, when they no doubt i 
stigated it in the first place. 

Behind the seizure, one can 
be sure, is a plan to humiliate 
the United States and to pre- 
sent the American republic to 
the world as a "paper tiger." 
Japan attempted the same 
thing in the 1930s when its 
aircraft sank the U. S. Gun- 
boat Panay on China's Yangtze 
River. "Here the U. S. is sup- 
posed to be a great- power,” 
the communists in effect say, 
“and they can't protect a small 
patrol craft in the North Pa- 
cific.” . 

In addition, Americans can 
be sure that the communists 
—meaning Russia as well as 
North Korea — wanted in this 
ship seizure to demonstrate 
their capacity to open a new 
front and to compel a reduc- 
tion of naval forcés in the wa- 
ters off Vietnam. Indeed they 
have been successful in part

vessel before it was forced in- 
to a North Korean port, must 
be the subject of intensive con- 
gressional scrutiny. The public 
should realize, however, that, 
in the McNamara era at the 
Pentagon, the uniformed com- 
manders in the battle zones 
have been allowed very little 
authority to make decisions 
that in any way touch on poli. 
tical matters. Thus it would not 
be surprising to discover that 
decisions such as committing 
U. S. fighters off the North 
Korea coast, under McNamara 
era operating rules, required 
the approval of Mr. McNam- 
aras’ office. 


However the Pueblo situa- 
tion is resolved, the American 
people should learn from it that 
the struggle with communism 
is not lessening in seriousness. 
Nor is the Soviet Union mel- 
lowing. The communists be- 
lieve they are in a fight to the 
finish. They are determined to 
extinguish the capitalist na- 
tions, and they intend to push 
ahead in their war against free- 
dom. 

The Reds have a capácity 
to creáte trouble in many parts 
Of the world, in Korea as well 
‘as Vietnam, in Latin America 
as well as the Middle East. The 
United States can't deal with 
each of the present and fu- 
ture threats as it has dealt with 
the threat in Vietnam — with 
a vast land army. The com- 
munists have the advantage of 
numbers over the United States 
and its free world allies. The 
U. S. in future will have to 
deal with communist aggres- 
sion by utilizing its technolo- 
gical-military superiority. А- 
wareness of this necessity is 
what promipts some thoughtful 
defense thinkers in the United 
States to assert that another 
Korean war, let us say, would 
make ¡it imperative for the 
U. S. to use battelfield nuclear 
weapons to stop the aggres- 
sors. Indeed had such wea- 
pons been used in the Korean 
war in the early 1950s, the 


North Koreans and Red Chin- 
ese would have had their pow- 
er blunted at that time. 

‘The lesson of history is that 
victory goes to the bold and 
daring. If the free world fails 
to use its scientific and tech- 
nological know-how to stop the 
armed hordes of communism, it 
may be bled to death by the 
modern guerrila war version 
of the old oriental torture death 
of a thousand cuts.

Fewer Casualties 
Listed From 
Firearms 


TALLAHASSEE — There 
were fewer firearm casualties 
and fatal accidents in 1967 
than a year previously; how- 
ever, the total fatal accidents 
while hunting did increase. 
According to the official Fire- 
arm Casualty Report compiled 
by the Game and. Fresh Water 
acci- 
dents resulted in 266 casualties 
during 1967, 61 of which were 
fatal, 

Of the 266 casualties, 51 of 
the accidents involved hunters, 
with 28 of the hunters being 
youths under 18 years of age. 
Ten of the accidents occurred 
while hunting deer, 13 while 
hunting small game and six 
while hunting animals other 
than game animals. No fire- 
arm casualties were associated 
with turkey hunting. 

The Firearm Casualty Re- 
port indicated a decrease in 
total casualties from 1966 
when 356 accidents and 80 
fatalities were reported. The 
firearm fatalities while hunt- 
ing increased from 15 in 1966 
to 16 in 1967. 

Hunters being mistaken for 
game resulted in three acci- 
dents; loading or unloading 
guns accounted for 17; rid- 
ing with or removing guns 
from vehicles accounted (ог 
27 while guns falling from 
rest resulted in 26 accidents. 

A breakdown of the casuai- 
ties indicated that handguns re- 
sulted in 130 accidents, rifles 
accounted for 48, shotguns for 
58. and air guns for six. Ac- 
cording to the report, the lar- 
gest percentage of accidents 
occur at home or in the yard, 
with a total of 136 such inci- 
dents. Most are unintentional 
discharge and result in self- 
inflicted wounds with the vic- 
tim less than 10 yards from 
the muzzle. 

Copeland added, “We would 
encourage all parents to re- 
quire their children to have 
proper firearm training before 
giving them, access to guns. 
The namés and addresses of 
firearm safety instructors are 
available upon request to the 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission.” =

BEHAVIOR 


Behavior is anything that а 
living creature actually does. 
The word often refers to acts 
that other persons can observe 
if they happen to be present. 
Actually, all responses and 
ways of acting is behavior. 
These include a person's 
thought, emotions, , feelings, 
needs, and the responses of his 
muscles and glands. Singing is 
behavior, and so is being in- 
spired to high ideals by listen- 
ing to a lovely song. Behavior, 
that can be observed is called 
explicit behavior and the other 
type is known as implicit be- 
havior. 

Phycholyogists can change 
the behavior of humans and 
animals by a process of train- 
ing. If a teacher or parent 
knows exactly how he wants a 
child to act in certain situa- 
tions, he can usually train the 
child to do what is wanted. lt 
is believed that if a child is 
trained to. act respectfully, he 
will eventually feel respectful. 
There is some evidence to sup- 
port this view. The child's en- 
behavior. Such factors as needs, 
desires, and emotions have 
a great deal to do with how he 
behaves. 

Habits play a larger part in 
all human behavior. People 
usually continue doing what 
they are use to doing as long 
as they possibly can. Habit 

ining is particularly import- 

in babies and small chil- 
dren. Good behavior in very 
young children is almost en- 
tirely a matter of good habits. 
But as children grow older 
other factors help determi 
their behavior. Their inter- 
ests and their desires are espe- 
important. For adults 
behavior means choosing a- 
mong behavior possibility ra- 
ther than merely being able to 
behave. This involves learning 
a set of values to guide behav- 
ior. For such reasons, many ed- 
ucators believe that the devel- 
opment of-Values judgment 
and intelligence in children is 
most important to good.be- 
havior in the long run. So let's 
make the best out of our be- 
havior, it will profit in the 
future.
